Hons. Messrb. I'lioloy and Davio were 
sworn in yesterday oroning. The new 
Cabinet will, wc tliiuk, ineot with the 
apfiroval'of tho people of this province. 
Its members nre all tried men. They 
have been in public life for sonio lime, 
anil liftve shown tli.it they, Imtli an to 
character and ability, are well fitted to 
perform the duties of the positions ti 
which they have been appointed. 

The Hon. Mr. Bobson, who now iiii 
dertakes the duties of Premier for thi 
first time, ia u veteran in the public ser- 
vice. Ho is a Urittah Columbian pion 
cer, and lias been for a great many 
years in public lifu in various iio.iitioiiB. 
There is no man in tiie Province who 
knows it.more thoroughly or who better 
understands the nbcds of its inhabit- 
ants, lie is, too, a man of tlio people, 
and is in aympathy with the men wh( 
uro trying by the work of hand ami 
biiiiu to build up the country. He ia u 
native Canadian, born in the town ol 
Perth, Outat-io. He came to this Prov- 
ince in 1830, when it was little known 
in'-;,) Slast, and while it was a Crowi 
coir .• In 1861 ho eatabliahei. 
tht- Lii . M.-ih CoUinibian in Now West 
uiiuitor ilien the capital of tin; province 
Hu conducted that journal for uian^ 
years with marked ability. He'wa; 
from tho first a fearless advocate ol 
jiopnl.ir rijjhts. He w a.i iinp.'Ltieiit ol 
tUo olliciiiiiBm that wii.n thou sll-powcr 
fill in the; coloiij'i ami .ttrove hard t< 
have it gnvci'iied liy the people them 
selvos. To show that his labors wen 
appreciated by (bote whosb causa he 
had espoused, he was elected membei 
of the Legislative Council for West- 
miurtltr in 1880 nml again in 1868. Pre- 
vious to that ho had been olooted iniiyoi 
of the city. In ISbU ho removed t( 
Victoria which had been mado tlio cupi 
tal.oi the united' Colonies. In that yeai 
hu took editorial charge of TiiE Cou>n- 
fHT which position he occupied until 
1875. Mr. Robson took an active part 
in the agiljition in favor of Confeder 
Htion, and both in liU placo in tho Leg 
iaiativc Council and iu tho columns u. 
TSB Colonist worked hard to nbtaii. 
favorable terms for the province. 
While doing this he represented Na- 
naiino iu the Legislative Assembly for s 
torinof four yc.ir.i lirtwecn 1871 and 1878. 
Throiigliiint all thih tiiiin ho, with tongue 
uud pen, was ceaseless in Ilia advocacy 
of respanslblo goverunienti.

to the people of this province. His 
most bitter enemies cannot deny that 
bo is paiiistaktng and induatrious. 
With him duty is always the first con- 
sideratiffl). He has iiever spared him- 
Botf' in the service of the people. 
Work has been Iiia dissipation. Tboso 
who have lieon cotiiioi;tod with biin 
know bow .solicitous ho baa always been 
for tlio public welfare, and bow earnest 
bo has been in promoting any cause 
which in his opinion seemed likely to 
advance tho general' good. Wo believe 
that his Jjast career gives good grounds 
for oonoluding that in the wider sphere 
of UBofnlneas that ha.s now boon opened 
to him he will uko his iuorca.sed powers 
and new opportunities to advance the 
best interests of the whole of British 
Columbia. This province may congratu- 
late itself on having at the bead of its 
Govorniuent a'luan of widoexpcrionco, of 
groat ability, of tried integrity, and 
whose past career sbowa tlmt ho may be 
depended upon to 8er\;e lliein faitbfidly 
and eft'ectively. As ihe^o are now many 
lieraons in tliia province M-ho know little 
of tho new Prcniior'.s antecedents, we 
consider it only right to inform 
them who ho ia and what ho has done.

He has hud considerable legisla- 
tive and adtninistiativo experience, lie 
was a member of the Klliolt admhiiatra- 
tion in 1870, and ho bau since proved 
himself to be a judicious and efticient 
Ministei'. His knowledge of the coun- 
try is extensive and his views are lib- 
i;ral. He is what is known as a safe 
man, and will make a very vahiablo 
member of tho now Government. 

Everyone kuows that tho Hon. .Mr. 
Turner i.i a man to be depended upon. 
He ia a i;. .l. ht, unprotcntioua gentle- 
man- Hi- does his work well without 
making any fuss about it. Ho has 
proved himsolf to be an excellent head 
of department. No one will, we think, 
find fault witb Mr. Robaou for retain- 
ing him aa Fiiuuice M iuifitcr. 

There are few men in tlio province, if 
any, more highly esteemed than Mr. 
I'ooloy. He is known everywhare to be 
not only a man of ability, but a man of 
the Btrictcst honor. He ban been ft r 
sotuo years Speaker of tho Legislative 
ABScmbly, ami he Iihh performed the 
difficult and delicate duties of that 
otfice admirably. His decisions have 
been conscientious and impartial. Ho 
has won the confidence of opponents 
as well as frieuda. Every one knows, 
no matter t-o what party ho belongs, 
that Ilia iiitcrcstr, r.ro fafoin .Mr. Pooley's 
lianils, and that he will do his duty 
without fear, favor or affection. A gen- 
tleman of his high character and fine 
abilities is a most valuable acquiBitiou 
lo the Government. 

Mr. Theodore Davie was for some 
time a nioinber of the admiiiiatration of 
which bis late lamented brother was the 
head. Ho performed his duties elTect 
ively, and gave a considerable portion of 
his time to the service of the people 
grntiiitonsly, He is a lawj-er in high 
standing, and bis industry and porsever 
ancc are almost proverbial in this Prov- 
ince.

material, and that good work r.i.iy be 
expected of it. Tlio ohi-timer will rec- 
ognize in every member of the new ad- 
miniatration a |)ionei'r. It ahould bo 
given a fair trial. There will, of cour.->e 
lie some who will condemn it before it 
lias performed a singlie administrative 
act. But such men would condemn a 
government not composed of the men of 
their party if every member of it were 
a Salisbury or atMadatoiie. Reaaonable 
men will auKpoiin tlu-ir judgment until 
tlioy see what the now (uivernmciit 
does. They will judge it by its act--. 
This is the only fair way, and this, wi- 
believe, will be what tho great majorii> 
d the people of the Province will bo 
disposed to do. 

A PARTIZAN PRESIDENT. 

President llarriauii has not begun bia 
Mdreer very brilliantly. Ifo has done a 
groat deal of work and ho has endured 
mncb worry and .iiinoyanco, but it can- 
not he said that either his labors or bis 
jutfcringH have been benoficial to tlio 
people of the United States as a whole. 
Sj far, it may bo aaid, be ban been the 
President of a party rather than the 
President of the people. Since bis in- 
mguratiou iu March last he has been 
cbiefiy oocupiod in turui:^ Democrats 
out of olBoe and putting Republicans in 
their iiIiK-ea. Tliia work oi turning out 
ly wl.ulo.siilo, |iui)lic KorvantB who had 
iome expei iouco iu doing the work of 
the nation, and replacing them by men 
ivbo, as regards the kind of work to be 
.lone, bad everything to learn, it cannot 
be said with any approach to truth that 
fVeaident Harrison v\M3 doing the Re- 
public good Hcrvijo. There are 
some very roapeclablo public ine.. 
and patriotic American citi/.en.f 
who assert that he was en- 
gaged iu a work dutrimontiil to the 
public service, and dentonilizing to the 
people at largo. It is iiIho said that in 
turning out public ulhciuls who wore 
compi.-teiit, iind who liiul faitlifully done 
thi ir duty, he violiitcd plodgo.s which 
iio had repeatedly mado belorti hu wns 
olootod. Harper's Weekly, which is 
perhaps as reliable a newspaper as ia 
publiabeil in the United Staler, says that 
i'rcNidtiit Harrison publicly dnrlurod 
that only tho interests of the jniblic ser- 
vice should suggest removal.s from office. 
There is no one in the Uni- 
ted States rash enough to say 
ih'at the interests of the public service 
roquirod that a tboUHand Domocriitic 
poHtmaatci-H should bo turiiiHl .ml ovury 
ilay and Republican poHlmaatera put in 
thoir places. All the thousands of 
Democratic postmustors that wm-a 
turnpd out could not possibly bn bad 
public servants, and it is o good way 
boyoiid tlio bounds of probability that 
all tlio Riipubliciin poHtiiiaalers who 
were iippointiid uill turn out good jjub- 
lio servauls. 

It ia not likely that .Mr. Harrison or 
any ono else boliovoR that It is 
good for tho United .States that tho 
cilices in the juiblio sor'vioa 
slioiild be hold out as prlicea 
won by the men who 



do the most and tho best party 
work. This is simply bribei y on a very 
big scale — using the public t<n vice and 
tho public treasury . to deinoralizo tho 
olootow iu»d lower" the tone of political 
life from one end of the United States 
to tho other. This is not the kind of 
work that tho Head of the State ahould 
bo engaged in. It ia to bo feared that 
iiH Preaidoiit Harrison baa commenood 
Ilia term ns u parti/.ui. President so hu 
will continue. There have indeed been 
no indications that he*ia much, if at all, 
above the work that has been given him 
to do. Out a nation like the United 
.States needs something higher and hot- 
t e r than a par^isivti < President.

Tho return of the RlacU niamoiul yoa- 
.lerday evening was a fcurpriso to every 
one. Her recapture complicates tho 
Hobring's Sea question oonsidgrably. 
Whut will tho American Government 
do now that its prize has slipped 
through its liiigera •; Will it claim her 
from the British Governuieut as its 
lawful prey? Not likely. There aro 
those who say that tho man Hawkins 
who left iu charge should bo was ar- 
rested and tried for piracy. Such a 
proceeding would, it is contended, bring 
tho quostioii of tho right of exclusive 
jurisdii tion over the waters of that sea 
elaiined by the United Stated to ahead. 
If there aro lui grounds for that claim 
the act of the cruiser Rush in seizing a 
British ahip was certainly piracy, and 
her commander and all of bur orow are 
liable to bo tried for thoir crime. Wo 
are glad to see that no ono in \'ictoria 
is at all diaposed totreat tho."prizflcrew" 
of tho Black Diamond badly. The boys 
seem rather disposed to make a sort of 
hero of him, and to treat him per 
baps u little too well. There seems no 
danger of his being in want of either 
wlii.skey or cigai-a while he romaina in 
N'ii-t.iiia. Twenty-four hours ago 
one di-eanied tlmt the capture of the 
lUack Diamond would come to such 
conclusion, if conclusion it ia. There i.s 
at present a very largo element of tho 
ludicrous in tlie situation. We await 
with interest further devolopnieuts. 
What next?
